YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — 
The United States and seven other 
countries urged Japan on Friday 
to join an international treaty on 
child abduction — an issue that 
has reached fever pitch in recent 
weeks following the arrest of an 
American for attempting to take 
back his children brought here 
without his consent. 

U.S. Ambassador to Japan John 
Roos, along with his counter- 
parts from the United Kingdom, 
Canada, France, New Zealand, 
Italy, Spain and a senior embassy 
official from Australia, delivered 
the joint request in a meeting 
with Japanese Minister of Jus- 
tice Keiko Chiba. The diplomats 
urged Japan not only to sign the 
Hague Convention on the Civil 
Aspects of International Child 
Abduction but also to implement 
measures allowing foreign par- 
ents visitation rights to their chil- 
dren in the meantime.

Afghan runoff vote likely

WASHINGTON — An investigation of alleg- 
edly fraudulent ballots in Afghanistan’s trou- 
bled election has reduced President Hamid 
Karzai’s portion of the vote to about 47 percent, 
an outcome that will trigger a runoff between 
him and his closest competitor, according of- 
ficials familiar with results. 

The tally by the U.N.-backed Electoral Com- 
plaints Commission, which one official called 
“stunning,” was due to be finalized Friday. 
Preliminary results by Afghanistan’s national 
electoral commission had given Karzai 54.6 
percent of the Aug. 20 vote. 

The findings have major implications for 
the Obama administration’s ongoing delibera- 
tions over anew Afghanistan war strategy, and 
could eventually help remove the cloud of ille- 
gitimacy hanging over its partner government 
there. But a new election could also make an 
already-difficult situation worse, particularly 
if fraud is once again alleged or if the vote has 


to be delayed much longer because of the onset 
of the Afghan winter. 

Karzai’s ambassador in Washington, Said 
Tayeb Jawad, said Thursday that a second 
round of voting was 
“likely,” although Kar- 
zal himself has never 
said he would accept 
the results of the com- 
plaints panel, which 
must be certified by the 
election commission. 

Jawad, who spoke at the 

tal U.S. Institute of Peace, 
i _il said it would be “impos- 
ig sible” to hold a runoff 
Karzai within the two weeks of 
certification, as required 
by the Afghan constitution. But “to delay until 
spring is a recipe for disaster,” he said, adding 
that a new vote would have to be held within a 
month to avoid prolonging the uncertainty.

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Pentagon acknowledges mistakes, says no need for outside review

Navy officer travels to Japan 
in attempt to talk to daughter

Clutching birthday presents 
and photographs, Navy Cmdr. 
Paul Toland waited anxiously 
outside his daughter’s school Fri- 
day to get his first glimpse of her 
in five years. 

What he had hoped would be 
a reunion turned out to be but a 
fleeting moment. 

“T called out to her in Japanese, 
‘Erika it’s your papa. Can we 
talk?’” 

But, just steps from the apart- 
ment where she’s lived with her 
grandmother since Toland’s ex- 
wife died in 2007, Erika Toland 
kept walking, pausing to look 
back at her father and then enter- 
ing the building. 

His 6,700-mile trip to Japan 
from his home in Maryland came 
down to an encounter that lasted 
roughly a minute. 

“I had hoped she would take 
more of an interest,” said Toland, 
42, a medical administration of- 
ficer in Bethesda, Md. He said 
he gave the gifts and birthday 
presents to Erika’s friends who 
had witnessed the encounter. 
“She’s going to remember that 
her dad came to see her for her 
birthday.” 

He had been grappling with an 
approach since arriving in Tokyo 
more than a week ago, worried 
about traumatizing Erika. But 
after years of failed attempts 
to see his daughter through the 
courts and with assistance from 


the State Department, Toland 
said he had no other choice. 

Toland claims Erika was ab- 
ducted by his Japanese ex-wife, 
Etsuko Toland, from their home 
at a Navy housing complex in Yo- 
kohama in 2003 when he was sta- 
tioned at Yokosuka Naval Base. 
Erika was just 9 months old at 
the time, and Toland has seen her 
only twice since then. 

“Really, this is the only way to 
see your kids in Japan,” he said. 
“Official channels fail in Japan. 
That’s why we’re relegated to 
this.” 

He claims his former mother- 
in-law refuses to allow visitation, 
although Judy Dugger, a Virginia 
attorney who represents the fam- 
ily of his ex-wife, said that is not 
the case. 

“We welcome him to see her,” 
Dugger said. “Every time we 
tried to set it up, he’d walk away 
from it. 

“He knows where the child is, 
and we’ve offered supervised vis- 
itation. He should file for custody 
in the Japanese courts,” Dugger 
said, adding a claim that Toland 
owes years of back child support. 

Toland denies Dugger’s claims 
and said he has given up on pur- 
suing the case in Japanese courts 
because “it’s a pre-determined 
outcome.” 

“You don’t change things by 
complying with a bad system,” he 
said. “You have to resist.”

TOKYO — Marine 1st Lt. Cole Johns’ dreams of 
reuniting with his children were dashed after he 
met filmmakers David Hearn and Matt Antell last 
year. 

He last saw his two young sons, Tetsuaki and 
Takeshi, in March 2007 before he deployed to Iraq. 
A few months later, Johns said, his Japanese ex-wife 
took them to Japan and cut off communication. 

He clung to hope that the court order he was 
granted would resolve the issue. 

“T kept saying, ‘I’m an American with a U.S. court 
order, I’ll be able to get them back,’” said Johns, 29, 
an infantry officer stationed in Hawaii. 

That prospect faded after Hearn and Antell in- 
terviewed him for their documentary “From the 
Shadows.” The film chronicles parents who have 
been cut off from their children living in Japan by 
the country’s family court system, which does not 
recognize foreign custody orders and favors sole- 
custody divorce customs that typically grant guard- 
ianship to mothers. 

Johns said that after the filmmakers interviewed 
him and he connected with others facing similar 
custody issues in Japan, it became clear he was 
powerless. 

“That’s when it hit me,” said Johns, who met his 
wife in 1999 while stationed at Yokosuka Naval 
Base, Japan. The realization was like “a slow poison 
drip.” 

Johns is one of about 25 left-behind parents whom 
Hearn and Antell interviewed. The documentary 
also chronicles Japanese parents fighting to change 
family law in Japan, which is equally dysfunctional 
in domestic and foreign cases. 

“There’s a growing number of Japanese unhappy 
with the system,” Antell said. “I don’t think it repre- 
sents the modern view of marriage now.” 

The arrest last month of Tennessee resident 
Christopher Savoie by Japanese police catapulted 
the issue into the mainstream media. After spend- 
ing 18 days in jail, Savoie, who was charged with ab- 
ducting his two children after his Japanese ex-wife 
allegedly took them from their U.S. home to Japan, 
was released Thursday. 

“From the Shadows” could end on a dramatic 
note depending on how the Savoie story plays out in 
Japanese courts over the next few weeks. The film 
wraps in December and will then be submitted to 
film festivals. 

Either way, Hearn, who lives in Tokyo, and Antell, 
a Los Angeles resident, are counting on the wave of 
recent media attention to help generate interest in 
the film, which they began making in 2006. 

The news coverage “proves we’ve chosen well and 
that there’s good reason to be making this,” he said.

Treaty: International child disputes growing in number

It is the most aggressive plea to Japan from the in- 
ternational community in nearly 30 years of mostly 
behind-the-scenes lobbying. The treaty protects 
children in cases in which parents have taken them 
across borders to circumvent standing custody or- 
ders or before a court can determine custody. 

The Justice Ministry declined to comment Friday. 

The debate gained international momentum fol- 
lowing the recent arrest of Christopher Savoie by 
Japanese police for attempting to retrieve his chil- 
dren, taken from their U.S. home by his Japanese 
ex-wife. After 18 days in confinement, Savoie was 
released Thursday from a jail in the southern city of 
Fukuoka. 

The 38-year-old Tennessee resident was arrested 
Sept. 28 after grabbing the children, ages 6 and 8, 
as his ex-wife walked them to school. He was appre- 
hended by police in front of the U.S. consulate in Fu- 
kuoka and charged with abduction of minors. 

His case is one of a growing number of interna- 
tional child custody disputes in Japan, where family 
courts typically award custody to mothers and do 
not enforce visitation rights with criminal penalties. 
Moreover, the courts do not recognize foreign cus- 
tody orders, which many Japanese women estranged 
from foreign-born spouses defy to bring their chil- 
dren back to their home country. 

Despite his release, Savoie could still face prosecu- 
tion, a spokesman from the Fukuoka District Pros- 
ecutors Office said Friday. 

The Associated Press reported Friday that Savoie 
was allowed to leave Japan on the condition he not 


take the children with him. His wife said he is recu- 
perating at an undisclosed location. 

“Tt’s great that he’s been released, but it does noth- 
ing to solve the problem with his children,” Jeremy 
Morely, Savoie’s U.S. attorney, said Thursday. 

“These parents feel that they have no other choice 
but to take matters into their own hands. We in the 
legal system discourage that,’ Morely said. “But 
there’s not a chance at the moment that they can get 
any kind of useful results out of the Japanese legal 
system. When people are desperate they’ll do any- 
thing for their children.” 

Meanwhile, an increasingly vocal group of Japa- 
nese parents also has been petitioning the Japanese 
government to overhaul its family court system and 
to remedy domestic custody issues. 

“There is a need to grant joint child custody to 
parents,” said Diet member Hakubun Shimomura. 
He said Japan must change its domestic laws before 
signing onto the Hague convention and that raising 
public awareness was key to accomplishing that. 

The Daily Yomiuri, one of the nation’s largest 
newspapers, published an editorial Friday pressing 
Japan to take action. 

“Differences in systems and customs over paren- 
tal custody and divorce between Japan and Western 
nations add another complicating factor to the mix,” 
the paper wrote. “But a number of troubling cases 
have occurred, and the issue has become a cause of 
diplomatic friction. The government must tackle the 
issue without delay.”

Al-Yazid may also have links 
to Afghan immigrant Najibullah 
Zazi, whom U.S. authorities have 
arrested in an alleged plot to use 
homemade backpack bombs, per- 
haps on New York City’s mass 
transit system.

The United States and its NATO 
allies in Afghanistan agreed last 
month that if there was to be a 
runoff, it would have to be held 
by the first week in November to 
avoid a turnout that would almost 
certainly be low because of the 
harsh winter. 

Ballots listing both Karzai and 
his closest challenger, Abdullah 
Abdullah, printed in London in 
anticipation of a runoff, have al- 
ready arrived at United Nations 
headquarters in Kabul, a U.S. of- 
ficial in Afghanistan said, while 
indelible ink is on hand and poll- 
ing station kits are expected to 
be packed for distribution this 
week. 

The “preliminary” results an- 
nounced by the electoral commis- 
sion last month gave Abdullah, a 
former foreign minister, 28 per- 
cent of the vote. The Afghan con- 
stitution mandates a runoff if no 
candidate is awarded more than 
half of the ballots. 

Officials interviewed for this 
article spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because the situation was 
developing rapidly; some also 


refused to be identified by their 
government. 

“The big challenge is security,” 
the U.S. official said of new elec- 
tions. Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
the top military commander in 
Afghanistan, has told U.N. and 
Obama administration officials 
that his forces have begun prepa- 
rations for providing protection 
during the vote. 

For the Obama administration, 
much of the delay in determin- 
ing a way forward in the faltering 
war has hinged on the uncertain 
outcome of the Afghan elections. 

President Barack Obama has 
held five-closed door meetings 
with his top national security 
advisers this month to consider 
McChrystal’s recommendation 
that tens of thousands of addi- 
tional U.S. troops be deployed to 
Afghanistan next year, but White 
House officials have said a deci- 
sion is still weeks away. 

“We’ve got to figure out a way 
to give legitimacy to whoever 
wins,” an administration official 
said. A second round, “if clean, 
and if done properly, basically 
washes away the sins of the first,” 
he said.

Despite his relative obscurity in 
the West, the shadowy, 55-year- 
old al-Yazid has been involved 
with Islamic extremist move- 
ments for nearly 30 years since 
he joined radical student groups 
led by fellow Egyptian Ayman al- 
Zawahri, now the No. 2 figure in 


al-Qaida after Osama bin Laden. 

In the early 1980s, al-Yazid 
served three years in an Egyp- 
tian prison for purported links 
to the group responsible for the 
1981 assassination of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 

After his release, al-Yazid, also 
known as Sheik Said and Abu 
Saeed al-Masri, turned up in 
Afghanistan, where, according 
to al-Qaida’s propaganda wing 
Al-Sabah, he became a founding 
member of the terrorist group. 

He later followed bin Laden to 
Sudan and back to Afghanistan, 
where he served as al-Qaida’s 
chief financial officer, managing 
secret bank accounts in the Per- 
sian Gulf that were used to help 
finance the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
in New York and Washington. 

After the U.S. and its allies 
invaded Afghanistan in 2001, al- 
Yazid went into hiding for years. 
He surfaced in May 2007 during 
a 45-minute interview posted on 
the Web by Al-Sabah, in which 
he was introduced as the “of- 
ficial in charge” of the terror-

ist movement’s operations in 
Afghanistan. 

Some security analysts believe 
the choice of al-Yazid as the Af- 
ghan chief may have signaled a 
new approach for al-Qaida in the 
country where it once reigned 
supreme. 

Michael Scheuer, former head 
of the CIA unit that tracked bin 
Laden, believes that bin Laden 
and al-Zawahri wanted a trusted 
figure to handle Afghanistan 
“while they turn to other aspects 
of the jihad outside” the country. 

Al-Yazid had little background 
in leading combat operations. But 
terrorism experts say his advan- 
tage was that he was close to Tal- 
iban leader Mullah Omar. 

As a fluent Pashto speaker 
known for impeccable manners, 
al-Yazid enjoyed better relations 
with the Afghans than many of 
the al-Qaida Arabs, whom the 
Afghans found arrogant and 
abrasive.

But officials agreed that a new 
vote would also be fraught with 
peril. It “definitely cuts both 
ways,” said Alex Thier of the U.S. 
Institute of Peace, who hosted 
Jawad at the think tank on Thurs- 
day. “On the on hand, holding the 
runoff could clear away some of 
the problems and allegations of 
the first round that have tainted 
the process and rightly made the 
administration, if this is truly a 
work of partnership, want to hold 


off until they knew who the gov- 
ernment was going to be.” 

“But at the same time,” Thier 
said, “there is obviously no guar- 
antee” that a legitimate elec- 
tion could be organized in a few 
weeks or could avoid resulting in 
another cascade of allegations of 
abuse.

4 American troops killed in blast in southern Afghanistan

KABUL — Four more American troops 
died in a bombing in southern Afghani- 
stan, the U.S. military said Friday. 

Rising death tolls and the political cri- 
sis brought on by a fraud-marred election 
have prompted the Obama administra- 
tion to review its entire Afghanistan war 
strategy. 

Two of the U.S. servicemembers were 
killed instantly in the Thursday blast and 
two others died of their wounds, the U.S. 
said in a statement. No further details were 


released. 

The deaths bring to 25 the number of 
American servicemembers killed in Af- 
ghanistan this month, according to an As- 
sociated Press count. 

Elsewhere, four Afghans, including at 
least two civilians, died during a firefight 
Friday between militants and a joint inter- 
national-Afghan force in Ghazni province. 
There were conflicting accounts of the 
gunbattle. 

The NATO-led coalition said two mili- 
tants fired from a two-story building and 
troops returned fire, killing a pair of gun- 


men. “When the joint force entered the 
building, they discovered two civilians who 
subsequently died from their wounds,” the 
coalition said in a statement. “It is unclear 
if the enemy militants or the joint force are 
responsible for the deaths.” 

Ghazni police chief Gen. Khail Buz 
Sherzai said the dead were all civilians 
from the same family. A native of Mangor 
village, Mohammad Sarwar, said the oper- 
ation began late Thursday when U.S. and 
Afghan forces raided several houses over- 
night, blowing apart doors and window 
with explosives. He also said four civilians 


were killed in the operation violence has 
increased across Afghanistan this year, 
coinciding with a boost in U.S. military 
numbers. President Barack Obama is now 
considering whether to commit still more 
American troops to the about 65,000 al- 
ready here. 

The White House is considering various 
options, including a sharp increase in the 
number of U.S. troops or shifting the focus 
to missile strikes and special operations 
raids against al-Qaida members hiding in 
neighboring Pakistan. 
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30,000 vets still missing first GI Bill checks

WASHINGTON — More than 30,000 
student veterans enrolled in classes this 
fall still have not seen their first checks 
under the new GI Bill, and some of them 
might not get any official payments until 
2010, Veterans Affairs officials said 
Thursday. 

Keith Wilson, director of the VA’s educa- 
tion services, told members of the House 
Veterans Affairs Committee that claims 
workers hope to get through the backlog 
before the start of the spring semester, 
and officials are still using mandatory 
overtime to help process the thousands of 
pending claims. 

As of this week, about 52,000 currently 
enrolled student veterans or eligible fam- 
ily members are receiving their housing 
stipends, book allowances and tuition pay- 
ments, but the rest could take weeks or

months to process. 

“(VA Secretary Eric Shinseki] has made 
it clear to everyone that any delay in pay- 
ments is unacceptable,” Wilson said. “I 
know what it’s like to stand in line for food 
stamps after defending this country. I take 
this very personally, and we’re going to fix 
it.” 

All 82,000 people enrolled under the 
new GI Bill this fall were eligible for a 
$3,000 emergency payments, an advance 
on unprocessed education claims designed 
to keep veterans from taking out loans or 
dropping out of school because of mount- 
ing bills. In the first week of the program 
this month, more than 41,000 students 
signed up for the checks. 

Those emergency payouts came after 
criticism last month from veterans groups 


and lawmakers about the growing list of 
students not receiving any new GI Bill 
money, despite promises the program 
would be ready by Aug. 1. 

On Wednesday, Shinseki told the com- 
mittee that mistakes in processing time 
estimates — sorting through just one new 
GI Bill claim takes over an hour instead of 
the estimated 15 minutes — coupled with 
the large number of students using the 
benefit caused a greater workload than 
the VA anticipated. 

A new automated computer system is 
expected to simplify that process, but the 
system won’t be fully operational until 
December 2010, Wilson said. That drew 
criticism from lawmakers who worry that 
students enrolling in classes next spring 
and fall could face similar delays. 


Wilson said the VA is working to im- 
prove the system for the spring and is con- 
fident that the program will run smoother 
once the initial backlog is processed. 
More than 213,000 applications have been 
processed for the new education benefit 
since the summer, although the majority 
of those are veterans looking to use the 
money for school in coming years and not 
this semester. 

Congress passed the new GI Bill ben- 
efits — the first major overhaul of the ed- 
ucation benefit in decades — in summer 
2008. The new program promises any 
servicemember who served at least three 
years on active duty since September 2001 
tuition payouts equal to a four years at 
their state’s most expensive public school, 
plus a monthly living stipend and $1,000 
for books each year. 
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New bases in Bulgaria, Romania cost U.S. more than $100M

GRAFENWOHR, Germany 
— The Pentagon is spending more 
than $100 million to build new 
military bases in Bulgaria and 
Romania, even as the Obama ad- 
ministration recently scrapped 
plans for a missile-defense shield 
in other parts of Eastern Europe. 

Last month, the White House 
announced it no longer planned 
to base U.S. missiles and troops 
in Poland and the Czech Republic. 
Meanwhile, more than 2,000 U.S. 
troops — including two squadrons 
from the Vilseck, Germany-based 
2nd Stryker Cavalry Regiment 
— were taking part in exercises in 
nearby Romania and Bulgaria. 

The exercises, which began in 
late June, will run until the end of 
October. 

Col. Gary Russ, commander of 
Joint Task Force-East, said no- 
body in Romania or Bulgaria has 
challenged what the U.S. is doing 
in those countries since the mis- 
sile defense plan was scrapped. 

“We have made commitments 
and they have never made any 
overt conversation along the lines 
of pulling out of JTF-East,” said 
Russ, who leads the largest U.S. 
military contingent operating in 
Eastern Europe. “I think both of 
these [bases] illustrate great com- 
mitment [to Eastern Europe].” 

Part of that commitment comes 
in the form of a $50 million mili- 
tary base in Romania that could 
house 1,600 U.S. troops, and an- 
other $60 million facility for 2,500 
troops in Bulgaria. Construction 


is expected to open in 2011 or 
2012. 

The bases, funded by the U.S. 
but owned by the Romanian and 
Bulgarian governments, will be 
shared between U.S. and host-na- 
tion forces, Russ said. 

James Robbins, a senior fellow 
in national security affairs with 
the Washington-based think tank 
American Foreign Policy Council, 
said the U.S. efforts in Romania 
and Bulgaria are part of a global 
redeployment strategy started in 
the early years of the Bush ad- 
ministration to shift U.S. forces 
out of Germany and move them 
eastward. 

Placing troops in those coun- 
tries would not only be cheaper, 
but it would move them closer to 
the volatile Middle East, he said. 

And while scrapping the missile 
defense plan could have created 
a sense that America wouldn’t 
live up to its commitments in the 
region, Robbins said, any move 
to pull U.S. conventional forces 
out of Eastern Europe would be 
“criminally foolish.” 

“Tt would be telling Russia 
that that U.S. is not interested in 
Eastern Europe and telling those 
countries that they are basically 
on their own,” he said. 

Steven Pifer, a visiting fel- 
low at the Brookings Institution, 
said there are also concerns over 
whether NATO’s post-Cold War 
transformation could come at the 
expense of Article V of the treaty 
— defense of member nations, 
Pifer said. 

Officially, Czech leaders said 


country would remain secure, 
according to an Associated Press 
report. 

But some were upset by the re- 
versal, AP reported last month. 

Former Prime Minister Mirek 
Topolanek went on Czech radio 
to vent his frustrations, AP 
reported. 

“The Americans are not inter- 
ested in this territory as they were 
before.

BAGHDAD — A suicide bomb- 
er armed with an assault rifle 
opened fire on worshippers dur- 
ing Friday prayers at a mosque in 
northern Iraq until he ran out of 
ammunition and then blew him- 
self up, killing 15 people, police 
and hospital officials said. 

The dead included the Sunni 
cleric who was leading the 
prayers at the mosque in Tal 
Afar, but it was unclear if he was 
the intended victim, said a local 
police official. Sunni clerics who 
have been speaking out against 
al-Qaida in Iraq and sectarian vi- 
olence have increasingly become 
targets for attacks. 

Sahir Jalal, 37, who was at 
the mosque for prayers, said the 
cleric, Abdul-Satar Hassan, a 
member of Iraq’s largest Sunni 
political party, had just begun 
delivering his sermon when a tall 
man stood up. 

“Then he took out a small rifle 
from under his jacket and started 
to shoot,” he said. 

Seconds later, the man shouted 
“God is Great” and detonated 
explosives strapped to his body, 
Jalal said. 

The man triggered his explo- 
sives only after running out of 
ammunition for the AK-47 rifle 
he was firing, said the police of- 
ficial. Sixty-five people were 
wounded in the attack, he said. 

Both Majeed and the police of- 
ficial said 15 people were killed. 
The police official spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to talk to the 
media.

Earlier this month, a Sunni 
cleric driving home after deliv- 
ering a sermon in Saqlawiyah, 
45 miles northwest of Baghdad, 
was killed by a bomb attached to 
his car.

Mohammed al-Dayni slipped 
through Iraqi custody months 
ago but was detained in Kuala 
Lumpur, Yassin Majeed said. 

Earlier this year, al-Dayni was 
charged with ordering a wave 
of attacks that included a 2007 
suicide blast in the parliament 
cafeteria and mortar strikes on 
Baghdad’s Green Zone.

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Japan leaves realignment

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — 
Japan’s Defense Ministry, under 
a new national government, on 
Thursday trimmed its 2010 bud- 
get request by 3 percent but left 
untouched the amount to be spent 
on realigning U.S. forces in the 
country. 

Defense Minister Toshimi 
Kitazawa announced Friday that 
the ministry requested about $47 
billion for the fiscal year starting 
in April, less than current-year 
spending and the eighth decline 
in as many years. 

The ministry is to cut back costs 
for fuel, thereby curtailing Japan 
Self-Defense Forces training and 
equipment procurement, accord- 
ing to a budget summary report 
the ministry released Friday. 

The ministry, meanwhile, en- 
dorsed the full amount of U.S. 
military-related expenditures as 
proposed in August by the previ- 
ous government. 

The new budget request ear- 
marked about $890 million for 
realignment costs in 2010, which 
includes moving operations of 
Marine Corps Air Station Futen- 
ma to Camp Schwab, upgrading 
infrastructure on Guam to move 


funds untouched for now 


about 8,000 Marines there and re- 
locating Carrier Air Wing 5 from 
Naval Air Facility Atsugi to Ma- 
rine Corps Air Station Iwakuni. 

A total of $1.9 billion, an in- 
crease of slightly less than 1 per- 
cent from the current budget, was 
requested as funding for the host 
nation support program, under 
which Japan pays running costs 
for military bases in the country, 
including utilities and Japanese 
employee salaries. 

The request was_ closely 
watched as the new government 
has yet to show its hand on the 
planned move of Futenma opera- 
tions to Camp Schwab in the rural 
northern part of Okinawa. 

Since wresting power from the 
pro-U.S. military Liberal Demo- 
cratic Party in September, lead- 
ers of the coalition government, 
led by the Democratic Party of 
Japan, have indicated their inten- 
tion to review the 2006 bilateral 
agreement to keep the Marine air 
facility on Okinawa. 

Okinawa Gov. Hirokazu Na- 
kaima expressed frustration last 
week over the new government’s 
delays regarding the Camp 
Schwab runway project. While 
showing support for the project 
only as a second-best option, he 
urged the government to make a 





decision as quickly as possible. 

Masaaki Gabe, professor of in- 
ternational relations at the Uni- 
versity of the Ryukyus, said in a 
telephone interview Friday that 
the budget proposal shows a lack 
of new government leadership. 

“Despite their verbal promises 
to re-examine the plan,” he said, 
“the budget is telling us that the 
government would continue to 
carry out the project.” 

Masashi Nishihara, president 
of the Research Institute for 
Peace and Security and retired 
president of the National Defense 
Academy, said that the coalition 
government is in no position to 
decide on its own to change an 
agreement worked out between 
the previous administration and 
the United States. 

On the other hand, the DPJ 
promised voters in its platform 
to move the operations off of Oki- 
nawa, he said. 

Nishihara said a lot could be 
decided in the coming week when 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
is scheduled to visit Japan, ahead 
of President Barack Obama’s visit 
in November.

Family denies 





Boy was not in runaway balloon

FORT COLLINS, Colo. — The 
father of a 6-year-old boy who 
was thought to be in a helium bal- 
loon that floated away — but was 
hiding at home the whole time 
— said Friday accusations that 
the ordeal was a publicity stunt 
are “extremely pathetic.” 

Richard Heene and his family 
made the rounds on all three tele- 
vision networks on Friday after 
Falcon Heene vanished around 
the time his family’s homemade 
helium balloon floated away from 
their home on Thursday. The in- 
cident set off a national uproar as 
authorities scoured the plains of 
northern Colorado for the young- 
ster. Turns out, he was hiding in 
the rafters of the family’s garage. 

During a live interview with 
CNN Thursday night, Falcon said 
he had heard his family calling 
his name but didn’t come out of 
the attic hiding place because 
his father “had said that we did 
this for a show.” The boys’ par- 
ents — Richard and Mayumi 
Heene — are storm chasers who 
appeared twice in the reality 
TV show “Wife Swap,” on which 
wives from two often very dif- 
ferent families change places for 
two weeks. 

Sheriff Jim Alderden said Fri- 
day his investigators believe there 


was no hoax, but investigators 
will seek a new interview with the 
family after the CNN broadcast 
to clarify the statement. 

Alderden said investigators 
trained to look at body language 
and verbal communication for 
signs of deception, were at the 
Heene home during the whole or- 
deal and believe they were telling 
the truth. 

Richard Heene lambasted 
speculation that the ordeal was a 
hoax. 

“T went through such a roller 
coaster of emotions yesterday, to 
have people say that, I think, is 
extremely pathetic,” he told ABC. 
“T’m not selling anything.” 

It was five hours from the time 
the oldest of three sons reported 
that Falcon, the youngest, had 
climbed into a _ saucer-shaped 
balloon that had drifted off, set- 
ting off a search that included

Bank of America CEO 
will return his salary

NEW YORK — Capping a year 
in which he faced shareholder 
fury, regulatory scrutiny and was 
stripped of his chairman post, 
outgoing Bank of America Corp. 
CEO Ken Lewis will get no salary 
or bonus for 2009 in an agreement 
with the government’s pay czar. 

Kenneth Feinberg, the U.S. 
Treasury Department’s special 
master for compensation who 
is scrutinizing pay packages at 
bailed-out banks, suggested that 
Lewis should get no pay for the 
year. 

Lewis agreed, Bank of Amer- 
ica spokesman Robert Stickler 
said Thursday. 

Lewis will pay back about $1 
million he has received out of a 
$1.5 million annual salary. 

“He will write a check to the 
company,” Stickler said. 

The clawback provision doesn’t 
apply to Lewis’ previously negoti- 
ated retirement package, estimat- 
ed to be worth tens of millions of 
dollars. 

Now that Feinberg has set a 
precedent for a clawback in pay, 
eyes will turn to the fate of other 
Wall Street CEOs, such as Vi- 
kram Pandit, whose Citigroup 
Inc. also has received $45 billion 
in bailout aid. Feinberg will make 
decisions about pay for 75 of the 


highest-earning executives. 

Mark Williams, a finance pro- 
fessor at Boston University and 
a former Fed examiner, expects 
that Citigroup and Wells Fargo 
& Co. executives could also see 
similar requests from Feinberg. 

“It would be _ inconsistent 
not to,” he said in an interview 
Thursday. 

Lewis, 62, hastily announced 
last month that he will step down 
as CEO by Dec. 31, ending a tu- 
multuous year in which BofA 
has faced accusations it misled 
shareholders about its acquisition 
of the investment bank Merrill 
Lynch & Co. He first joined the 
bank in 1969. 

BofA had no _ successor in 
place, leading many to think that 
his quick exit had surprised the 
board. 

It has said a replacement would 
be chosen before Lewis leaves. 

The Merrill deal is being inves- 
tigated by both the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and New 
York Attorney General Andrew 
Cuomo. 

Cuomo’s office is trying to de- 
termine whether BofA misled 
shareholders about $3.6 billion in 
bonuses paid to Merrill employ- 
ees and the investment bank’s 
mortgage lending losses, as well 
as whether BofA failed to tell 
shareholders that it considered 
backing out of the deal before it 
closed on Jan. 1.

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An uncivil contract

One man’s suffering is silent reminder 
of wars’ toll on civilian contractors 


CENTRAL POINT, Ore. 
nurse rocked him awake as 
pale dawn light crept into the 
room. “C’mon now, c’mon,” 
the nurse murmured. “Time 
to get up.” 

Reggie Lane was once a hulking 
man of 260 pounds. Friends called him 
“Big Dad.” Now, he weighed less than 
200 pounds and his brain was severely 
damaged. He groaned angry, wordless 
cries. 

The nurse moved fast. Two bursts 
of deodorant spray under each useless 
arm. Then he dressed Reggie and used 
a mechanical arm to hoist him into a 
wheelchair. 

Reggie’s head fell forward, his chin 
buried in his chest. His legs crossed 
and un-crossed involuntarily. His left 
index finger was rigid and pointed, as if 
frozen in permanent accusation. 

In 2004, Reggie was driving a fuel 
truck in Iraq for a defense contractor 
when insurgents attacked his convoy 
with rocket-propelled grenades. For 
most of the five years since, Reggie, 
now 60, has spent his days in silence, a 
reminder of the hidden costs of relying 
on civilian contract workers to support 
the U.S. war effort. 

In Iraq and Afghanistan, the U.S. mil- 
itary has depended on contract workers 
more than in any previous conflict — to 
cook meals for troops, wash laundry, 
deliver supplies and protect diplomats, 
among other tasks. Tens of thousands 
of civilians have worked in the two bat- 
tle zones, often facing the same dangers 
as U.S. soldiers and suffering the same 
kinds of injuries. 

Nearly 1,600 civilian workers — both 
Americans and foreign nationals — 
have died in the two war zones. Thou- 
sands more have been injured. 

Many of the civilians have come 
home as military veterans in all but 
name, sometimes with lifelong disabili- 
ties but without the support network 
available to returning soldiers. 

“These guys are like the Vietnam vets 
of this generation,” said Lee Frederik- 
sen, a psychologist who worked for Mis- 
sion Critical Psychological Services, 
a Chicago-based firm that provides 
counseling for war-zone workers. “The 
normal support that you would get if 
you were injured in the line of duty as 
a police officer or if you were injured in 
the military ... just doesn’t exist.” 







‘He didn’t go to fight a war’ 


Reggie was born in Ventura, Calif., 
and moved to Grants Pass, Ore., when 
he turned 12. He met his wife, Linda, 
there, and the two grew up together. 

After high school, Reggie enlisted 
in the Army and went to Vietnam. He 
and Linda found each other after he 
returned. 

They were inseparable. Reggie was 
steady, strong. Linda was energetic and 
outgoing. They eventually found work 
as a truck-driving team, steering trac- 
tor-trailers across the country. 

His CB radio handle was “Grizzly.” 
Hers was “Wild Cat.” He loved country 
music and Tom Clancy novels, G. Gor- 


don Liddy’s talk show and Honda mo- 
torcycles. She loved the open road, the 
speed of the truck. 

“We went to see the big wide world 
driving a truck. What an adventure,” 
Linda recalled. 

But work was haphazard, and the pay 
was modest. Together, they made about 
$32,000 a year. They had a hard time 
keeping up with bills and twice filed for 
bankruptcy. 

In the fall of 2003, Linda heard that 
defense contractor KBR Inc. was hiring 
truck drivers to deliver fuel, food and 
supplies for the military in Iraq. The 
salary was $88,000 a year, more than 
they had ever earned. 

By November, Reggie was on his way 
to Iraq. 

“He didn’t go over there to fight a 
war. He went over there because (KBR) 
said you'll have armed guards,” Linda 
said. “They promised big money. You’ll 
be protected, no problem.” 

On April 9, 2004, a rocket-propelled 
grenade shattered the windshield of 
Reggie’s truck. Reggie was thrown face- 
up on the shoulder of the road. His right 
arm was gone below the elbow. His face 
was covered in shrapnel wounds. He 
was drenched in blood. 

The rest of the convoy moved ahead, 
apparently oblivious. Friend and fellow 
driver Jason Hurd fumbled with Reg- 
gie’s arm, trying to apply a tourniquet. 
Then a group of military vehicles pulled 
over to help. An Army helicopter evacu- 
ated him to a U.S. base, where he was put 
on an emergency flight to Germany. 

Linda got the news from a military 
doctor. A few days later, Reggie called. 
He told her not to worry. 

“T still got one arm left to hug you 
with,” he said. 

It was the last conversation she would 
have with her husband. 

Two days later, another military doc- 


tor in Germany called Linda, asking 
permission to perform an emergency 
tracheotomy on Reggie. A blood clot 
had dislodged, blocking the flow of 
blood to his brain. 

“My head is spinning. I’m trying to 
digest what they’re telling me,” Linda 
said. “I’m deciding this long-distance 
by phone, and it’s someone I love.” 

Ten days after the attack, Reggie was 
on a flight back to the U.S., headed to 
a Houston hospital. KBR paid to have 
Linda meet her husband in Texas. 

She was unprepared for the sight. A 
raw, red stump was all that remained 
of his right arm. There was a hole in 
his throat. She could see his intestines, 
which were left exposed to aid in clean- 
ing out shrapnel. His body was swollen 
and purple. He was unresponsive, his 
pupils mere pinpoints. 

Slowly, Reggie’s condition improved. 
Toward the end of his hospital stay, he 
could respond to questions. He would 
say: “Love Linda.” He was trying to 
stand up with help. 

“By the time he left, he was interact- 
ing, communicating,” said Sunil Ko- 
thari, a neurosurgeon who coordinated 
Reggie’s care at TIRR Memorial Her- 
mann, one of the country’s top rehabili- 
tation hospitals for brain injury. “Near 
the end, he was beginning to answer 
questions, starting to vocalize.” 


A slow descent 


As Linda searched for a home for her 
husband, she got into a dispute with 
American International Group Inc., 
the insurance carrier for KBR. 

Linda hired a lawyer, and AIG re- 
lented, allowing Reggie to be placed in 
an adult foster care home near Grants 
Pass, where he and Linda grew up. 

The lawyer, Roger Hawkins of Los 
Angeles, said it was the least Reggie

Lee Frederiksen, psychologist 
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deserved. 

“You look in his eyes and you see that 
somewhere, he realizes what is going 
on,” Hawkins said. “He’s sitting there 
with his arm missing and knowing that 
he’s never going to get better.” 

Reggie’s mental state, however, de- 
clined after leaving Houston in Janu- 
ary 2005. Before, he spoke. Now, he 
descended into long silences broken 
only by grunts. 


Time marches on 


Linda died July 10. She had been 
hospitalized after suffering respiratory 
distress, family members said. 

Reggie let out a wail when relatives 
told him the news. “I had never heard 
anything like that before,’ said Bev 
Glasgow, who runs Reggie’s current 
foster home. 

Glasgow arranged for a van to take 
Reggie to a memorial service for his 
wife. It was held in a state park along- 
side the Rogue River. Under the shade 
of scrub oak and aspen, he watched as 
Linda’s family and friends sang “Amaz- 
ing Grace” and looked at old photos of 
the couple. 

Diane Firestone, Reggie’s sister, vis- 
ited him shortly after Linda’s death. She 
said the family accepted that Reggie’s 
condition was unlikely to change. But, 
she said, they did not believe his sacri- 
fices had been adequately recognized, 
by his company or the country. 

She knelt beside her brother and 
asked him about the attack on his 
convoy. 

“Hey, Reg,” she said. “Do you know 
it’s been five years? It doesn’t seem that 
long to me. Does it seem that long to 
you?”

He gets about $890 a month from 
Social Security, most of which he 
hands over to his daughter to help 
pay his share of the bills.

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Interracial couple denied 
marriage license in La.

NEW ORLEANS — A white 
Louisiana justice of the peace said 
he refused to issue a marriage li- 
cense to an interracial couple out 
of concern for any children the 
couple might have. 

Keith Bardwell, justice of the 
peace in Tangipahoa Parish, says 
it is his experience that most in- 
terracial marriages do not last 
long. 

“Tm not a racist. I just don’t 
believe in mixing the races that 
way,” Bardwell said Thursday. 
“T have piles and piles of black 
friends. They come to my home, 
I marry them, they use my bath- 
room. I treat them just like every- 
one else.” 

Bardwell said he asks everyone 
who calls about marriage if they 
are a mixed-race couple. If they 
are, he does not marry them, he 
said. 

Bardwell said he has discussed 
the topic with blacks and whites, 
along with witnessing some in- 
terracial marriages. He came to 
the conclusion that most of black 
society does not readily accept 
offspring of such relationships, 
and neither does white society, he 
said. 

“There is a problem with both 
groups accepting a child from 
such a marriage,” Bardwell said. 
“T think those children suffer and 


I won’t help put them through it.” 

If I did an interracial marriage 
for one couple, I must do the same 
for all, he said. 

“T try to treat everyone equal- 
ly,” he said. 

Bardwell estimates that he has 
refused to marry about four cou- 
ples during his career, all in the 
past two years. 

Beth Humphrey, 30, and 32- 
year-old Terence McKay, both 
of Hammond, say they will con- 
sult the U.S. Justice Department 
about filing a discrimination 
complaint. 

Humphrey, an account man- 
ager for a marketing firm, said 
she and McKay, a welder, just re- 
turned to Louisiana. She is white 
and he is black. She plans to en- 
roll in the University of New Or- 
leans to pursue a master’s degree 
in minority politics. 

“That was one thing that made 
this so unbelievable,” she said. 
“It’s not something you expect in 
this day and age.” 

Humphrey said she called 
Bardwell on Oct. 6 to inquire 
about getting a marriage license 
signed. She says Bardwell’s wife 
told her that Bardwell will not 
sign marriage licenses for in- 
terracial couples. Bardwell sug- 
gested the couple go to another 
justice of the peace. 

“We are looking forward to hav- 
ing children,’ Humphrey said. 
“And all our friends and co-work- 
ers have been very supportive.”

Farmers torch hay to protest grain prices

PARIS — French farmers 
struggling with slumping grain 
prices blanketed the Champs- 
Elysees with bales of hay and set 
them ablaze Friday, and blocked 
highways around the country as 
they demanded government help. 

About 150 farmers blocked 
traffic and unloaded hay and tires 
onto the most famous shopping 
street in Paris. The protesters set 
the hay on fire before firefighters 
quickly extinguished the flames. 

Grain farmers were staging na- 
tionwide protests to call attention 
to their difficulties as food prices 
have fallen from highs in 2007. 

Protesters disrupted traffic on 
several highways, from Toulouse 
in southern France to Calais on 
the English Channel and Moselle 
in the northeast. 

“Mr. Sarkozy, agriculture mer- 
its as much as the banking or 
automobile sectors,” the FNSEA 
union said on its Web site, refer- 
ring to emergency aid the French 


government offered banks and 
carmakers to help them weather 
the global economic crisis. 

Agriculture is still one of the 
most shielded economic sectors 
in the 27-nation European Union, 
but it has not been able to protect 
farmers from the global finan- 
cial crisis that caused demand 
to crash. EU officials insist they 
still intend to gradually create 
freer markets for European farm 
products. 

French farmers receive subsi- 
dies under the European Union’s 
Common Agricultural Policy, 
which in 2008 gave out $71 bil- 
lion, mostly to large companies. 

FNSEA _ chief Jean-Michel 
Lemetayer appealed to the gov- 
ernment for a “major emergency 
plan” including tax cuts to help 
French farmers compete with 
European rivals. Lemetayer also 
wants $1.5 billion in interest- and 
fee-free loans for farmers. 

Agriculture Minister Bruno Le 
Maire said he would urge Presi- 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy to reduce 
the tax burden on farmers this 


year. 

Le Maire predicted overall ag- 
ricultural revenue would drop by 
up to 20 percent in 2009 after a 20 
percent drop in 2008. 

After the Champs-Elysees ac- 
tion, farmers gathered in front of 
the gold-domed Invalides, home 
to Napoleon’s tomb. Some wore 
signs with a picture of a drown- 
ing person, with the caption: 
“Sarkozy: Agriculture, should it 
pay such a price?” 

Fabien Pigeon, a wheat farmer 
from the Paris region, said he is 
$341,872 in debt. 

“We sell at less than 30 percent 
the cost of production. The cost 
to produce a ton of wheat is 134 
euros, but the price of a ton is less 
than 100 euros. Two years ago, 
the production cost was 110 euros 
and the price was 200 euros,” he 
said. 

The grain farmers’ protest 
comes after dairy farmers 
dumped rivers of milk across 
fields in France, Belgium and 
other countries to protest collaps- 
ing milk prices.

U.N.: World’s hungry will keep 
erowing without investment

NAIROBI, Kenya — A record 
1.02 billion people worldwide are 
hungry and a new report says the 
number will increase if govern- 
ments do not spend more on ag- 
riculture. According to the U.N. 
food agency, which issued the 
report, 30 countries now require 
emergency aid, including 20 in 
Africa. 

“We know a child dies every 
six seconds of malnutrition,” said 
Otive Igbuzor, the head of inter- 
national campaigns for Action- 
Aid International. 

Spiraling food prices have 
added to hardships, especially in 
the world’s most desperate coun- 
tries where the poor could barely 
afford a single daily meal to begin 
with. The inflated prices — which 
caused riots across the globe last 
year — have stabilized but re- 
main comparatively high, espe- 
cially in the developing world, 
Jacques Diouf, director general 
of the U.N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization, told AP Television 
News. 

The world’s most populous re- 
gion, Asia and the Pacific, has the 
largest number of hungry people 
— 642 million — followed by Sub- 
Saharan Africa with 265 million. 

The FAO says global food out-

BLANTYRE, Malawi— In 
a report released Friday, Ac- 
tionAid International ranked 
the most successful develop- 
ing nations, with Brazil tak- 
ing the lead, for cutting child 
malnutrition by 73 percent in 
Six years.

Hunger” said Brazil cut 
child malnutrition by invest- 
ing in small-holder farmers 
and strong social welfare 
policies.

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Philippines brace for another storm 


Residents recovering from recent typhoons asked to evacuate homes

MANILA, Philippines — Officials told residents 
still reeling from mudslides that recently buried 
hundreds in the northern Philippine mountains to 
be ready to abandon their homes again if a storm 
approaching Friday becomes the third typhoon in 
a month to hit the country. 

The warning came after back-to-back storms 
since Sept. 26 caused the worst flooding in 40 years 
in and around the capital Manila and unleashed 
landslides in the Cordillera mountains in the north 
of the country, killing 773 people and affecting 
more than 7 million. 

Tropical Storm Lupit may intensify into a super 
typhoon by the time it makes landfall next week 
with winds up to 143 miles per hour, forecasters 
said. It was expected to enter Philippine waters 
late Friday. 

“We are still retrieving our dead and here comes 
[Lupit],”” Gov. Nestor Fongwan of Benguet prov- 
ince said in a radio interview. “I hope it does not 
hit us.” 

At least 288 people were killed in last week’s 
landslides in Benguet province. 

Disaster-relief officials in the Cordillera region 
advised thousands of residents to be prepared to 
move to safer ground to avoid the threat of mud- 
slides that last week buried dozens of mountain- 
side houses with entire families, blocked roads and 
isolated towns for days. 

The Joint Typhoon Warning Center, operated by 
the U.S. Navy in Hawaii, projected Lupit may make 
landfall Wednesday in northeastern Isabela or Ca- 
gayan provinces and exit the Philippines through 
northwestern Illocos provinces the same day.

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MI5 chiet: U.K. tries to avoid torture

LONDON — The head of Brit- 
ain’s domestic spy agency said 
Friday that Britain’s security 
services try to make sure they do 
not collude in the torture or mis- 
treatment of detainees by foreign 
governments but acknowledged it 
was not possible to guarantee that 
it never happened. 

Jonathan Evans, director-gen- 
eral of domestic security agency 
MIS, said that following the Sept. 
11, 2001, terrorist attacks in the 
United States, Britain had to work 
with other countries that had 


more experience dealing with al- 
Qaida-related terrorism, even if 
those countries operated on dif- 
ferent standards. 

“Our intelligence resources 
were not adequate to the situation 
we faced and the root of the ter- 
rorist problem was in parts of the 
world where the standards and 
practices of the local security ap- 
paratus were very far removed 
from our own,” he said. 

Evans made his comments at a 
speech at his former college, Bris- 
tol University, Thursday evening. 

Evans said he did not condone 


all aspects of U.S. policy but said 
intelligence sharing with U.S. au- 
thorities was vital. 

“In my view we would have 
been derelict in our duty if we had 
not worked, circumspectly, with 
overseas liaisons who were in a 
position to provide intelligence 
that could safeguard this country 
from attack,” he said. 

Evans said Britain’s security 
services “work hard to ensure 
that we do not collude in torture 
or mistreatment.” 

Evans’ speech came a month 
after Britain’s foreign intelli- 


gence agency, MI6, reported one 
its officers to authorities amid 
concerns over the U.K.’s possible 
complicity in torture. Police are 
also investigating claims that an 
MIS officer was complicit in the 
mistreatment of a former Guan- 
tanamo Bay detainee. 

The British government was 
forced to admit last year that one 
of its remote outposts — the In- 
dian Ocean island of Diego Gar- 
cia — had twice been used by the 
United States as a refueling stop 
for the secret transfer of two ter- 
rorism suspects. Human rights 


group say the practice of trans- 
ferring suspects without formal 
extradition proceedings opens 
the door for third-party coun- 
tries to torture and interrogate 
suspects outside international 
standards. 

“TI do not defend the abuses 
that have recently come to light 
within the U.S. system since 
9/11,” he said. “But it is impor- 
tant to recognize that we do not 
control what other countries do, 
that operational decisions have 
to be taken with the knowledge 
available.” 


Expert: Man was hear his wife during scuba death

TORTOLA, British Virgin Islands — A

when she died, an expert testified Thurs- 
day, despite the defendant’s claim that the 
two went their separate ways underwater.

Dr. Tom Neuman, an expert in div- 
ing deaths, said medical reports indicate 
that Shelley Tyre stopped breathing at a 
point in the dive when her husband, David 
Swain, could still have been nearby. 

Swain said he and his wife descended to- 
gether and headed toward a wreck site off 
the British Virgin Islands and then parted 
ways. Swain later surfaced without his

wife, and another diver found her body. 

Neuman testified it would have taken 
about seven minutes to reach the wreck 
site, and Tyre stopped breathing about 
eight minutes into the dive. 

A torn mask and a fin jammed into the 
sand near her body “bespeaks some sort of 
violent activity,” Neuman said. 

His testimony echoed that of Dr. Bruce 


Allen Hyma, chief pathologist at Schneider 
Hospital in the U.S. Virgin Islands. 

Hyma said the air in Tyre’s tank was not 
contaminated, and that she did not have 
any diseases or scuba-related illnesses. 

“This death is not anatural death. Itis not 
a suicide. It is not an accident. It is a homi- 
cidal drowning,” Hyma said Wednesday.

Silverman: Sell the Vatican, end world hunger 


( Mnew po Sarah Silverman has a 
new proposal for ending world 
hunger: Sell the Vatican. 

In a somewhat profane monologue 
that hit YouTube in time for the U.N. 
World Food Day on Oct. 16, Silverman 
suggests that it’s time for the pope to 
“move out of your house that is a city” 
and use the proceeds to feed the world’s 
poor. 

“On an ego level alone you will be the 
biggest hero in the history of ever!” she 
exclaimed. “Sell the Vatican. Feed the 
world.” 

The Vatican clearly has no plans to 
follow suit. On Thursday, a spokesman 
declined to comment. But the Catholic 
League, the U.S. Catholic civil rights 
organization, denounced Silverman and 
cable broadcaster HBO for her “ob- 
scene” and “filthy diatribe.” 

In a statement, it noted that such an 
attack would never have been leveled 
against, say, the chief rabbi of Jeru- 


salem or the state of Israel and added 
that the “Catholic Church operates 
more hospitals and feeds more of the 
poor than any private institution in the 
world.” 

Yet the Rev. James Martin, culture 
editor of the Jesuit magazine America, 
says Silverman may be onto something. 
In an online article, Martin noted that 
Jesus himself told his followers to sell 
what they had and give it to the poor. 

“Of course, Pope Benedict XVI could 
not ‘sell’ any of the treasures of the 
Vatican, the same way that your local 
archbishop couldn’t sell off the cathe- 
dral at a whim; they are not his, they 
are the church’s,” Martin wrote. “And 
the church is not simply the hierarchy 
but the entire people of God.” 

But he added: “Still, perhaps Ms. 
Silverman, in her postmodern, potty- 
mouthed way, is on to something. Like 
Jesus was. Sell the Vatican? Well, 
maybe not everything, but perhaps a 


statue or two?” 

For the record, the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization, which just 
released its annual report on the state 
of world hunger, says global food output 
will have to increase by 70 percent to 
feed a projected population of 9.1 billion 
in 2050. 

To achieve that, poor countries will 
need $44 billion in annual agricultural 
aid, compared with the current $7.9 bil- 
lion, the Rome-based FAO said. Overall, 
an annual net investment in agricul- 
ture of $83 billion is needed to feed the 
world. 

Even if the pope were to sell the Vati- 
can, it wouldn’t be enough. 

In 2004, the Vatican disclosed that 
the Holy See’s real estate was worth 
700 million euros, or about $908 million 
at the time. That doesn’t include St. 
Peter’s Basilica and the Sistine Chapel, 
which the Vatican termed priceless.

Ex-astronaut’s attorneys 
get to depose accuser 


FL ORLANDO — Attorneys 

for a former astronaut will 
get another chance to question a 
romantic rival she allegedly drove 
1,000 miles to confront. 

Lisa Nowak is accused of attack- 
ing Colleen Shipman in a Florida 
airport parking lot two years 
ago. Shipman had begun dat- 
ing Nowak’s love interest, former 
space shuttle pilot Bill Oefelein. 

An Orlando judge ruled Nowak’s 
attorneys could depose Shipman 
for a second time to determine if 
she was actually touched by pepper 
spray during the confrontation. 

Nowak’s attorneys have a report 
from emergency technicians that 
raises questions about whether 
Shipman was sprayed. 

That issue is important because 
Nowak’s attorneys want one of 
her criminal charges thrown out 
if Shipman wasn’t harmed by the 
pepper spray. Nowak wasn’t in 
court for the hearing. 


Mayor Daley gives no 
sign of leaving office 


CHICAGO — In office for 

20 years and on track to sur- 
pass his legendary father, Richard 
J. Daley, as the city’s longest-serv- 
ing mayor, Richard M. Daley said 
he still has passion for the job 
despite sinking approval ratings 
and his clear disappointment over 
Chicago’s failure to land the 2016 
Olympics. 

“T don’t know why you already 
put me in the grave,” Daley, 67, 
joked recently when asked whether 
he’d seek a seventh term in 2011. 

Daley hasn’t declared his candi- 
dacy — he still has two years left 
in his current term — but many 
expect him to run, barring a major 
shift in the political landscape. 


Murder charges dropped 
against truck driver 


C A LOS ANGELES — Mur- 


der charges were dis- 
missed against a commercial 
truck driver whose runaway big 
rig killed a man and his 12-year- 
old daughter in April, according 
to the Los Angeles County district 
attorney’s office. 

Pasadena Superior Court Judge 
Lisa Lench dismissed the two 
counts of murder on which a coun- 
ty grand jury had indicted Marcos 
Barbosa Costa, 44, on June 11, said 
Jane Robison, a spokeswoman in 
the district attorney’s office. 

Robison said prosecutors had 
received information from an off- 
duty firefighter who was traveling 
behind Costa before the accident 
that he had warned the truck driv- 
er that the road was steep, he was 
traveling too fast and the truck’s 
brakes were smoking. 

Prosecutors believe that Costa 
had received notice that could 
have helped him avoid crashing, 
Robison said. 

“He is very mindful that two 
people lost their lives and many 
were injured, and he is deeply 
pained by that,’ Steve Meister, 
Costa’s attorney, said. 


Roof tiles prove to be 
gold mine for thieves 


DALLAS — Crooks na- 

tionwide are _ stealing 
millions of dollars worth of roofing 
shingles from lumberyards and 
building supply companies. 
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Previously, thieves would steal 
shingles from construction sites. 
Now they’re going as far as to steal 
several semi-truck loads at a time. 
In Texas alone, at least $4 million 
worth was stolen this year. 

Investigators believe some 
thieves are part of an organized 
operation stockpiling the materi- 
als in anticipation of roof-ripping 
storms that would heighten the de- 
mand for their stolen wares. 

The thefts force companies to 
spend thousands of dollars on secu- 
rity cameras, lighting and closed- 
circuit television equipment. 


Deer tackles boy, 7, 
playing football 


WINTERSVILLE — A 

7-year-old Ohio boy 
playing a game of backyard foot- 
ball was tackled by a deer. 

Brandon Hiles said he encoun- 
tered the buck when the ball rolled 
into woods while he was playing 
with friends in Wintersville. The 
boy said the buck ran at him and 
flipped him with its antlers, leav- 
ing bruises and a gash. 

His 9-year-old friend Wyatt 
Pugh beat the deer with a stick to 
make it go away. 

Wintersville Police Officer Art 
Fowler Jr. said there were actually 
two bucks in the area gearing up 
for a fight, and Brandon was at- 
tacked when he inadvertently got 
between them. 


First-grader’s 45-day 
punishment lifted 


DE BEAR — A Delaware 


first-grader who was fac- 
ing 45 days in an alternative school 
as punishment for taking his fa- 
vorite camping utensil to school 
can return to class after the school 
board made a hasty change grant- 
ing him a reprieve. 

The seven-member Christina 
School Board voted unanimously 
to reduce the punishment for kin- 
dergartners and first-graders who 
take weapons to school or commit 
violent offenses to a suspension 
ranging from three to five days. 

Zachary Christie, 6, took the 
utensil — a combination folding 
knife, fork and spoon — to school 
to eat lunch last month. 

“T want to get him back as soon 
as possible. I want to put this be- 
hind him as soon as possible,” said 
Debbie Christie, Zachary’s mother. 
“But I also want him to know that 
he has a voice, and when things 
are not right, he can stand up and 
speak out against them.” 


Prisoner cleared of 
slaying and robbery 


LOUISVILLE — Pros- 

ecutors are saying a Ken- 
tucky man who served about nine 
years in prison for a shooting death 
and robbery is innocent. 

Jefferson County Common- 
wealth’s Attorney David Stengel 
said that Edwin A. Chandler was 
innocent of the 1993 slaying of a 
convenience store clerk. Anoth- 
er man has been indicted in the 
killing. 

Chandler’s attorney, Marguerite 
Thomas, said a fingerprint on a 
beer bottle at the scene, along with 
two witnesses who came forward, 
cleared Chandler. Chandler was 
paroled in 2002. 

Stengel offered his apologies, 
and said he hoped to help him re- 
ceive restitution from the state.

he debate over health care reform 

has sparked all sorts of controversy 

over costs, regulations and choices. 
But one “feature” seems to have escaped 
notice: the built-in lack of accountability 
of our elected leaders for what health care 
will be like after the plan is implemented. 

Proponents claim we need reform now to 
solve an immediate health care “crisis.” “If 
we don’t act, 14,000 Americans will contin- 
ue to lose their health insurance every sin- 
gle day,” President Barack Obama claimed 
on July 22. 

Yet the bills he urges us to support will 
not actually provide any health care until 
2013 — by which time, if the president’s 
claim is correct, an additional 17 million 
Americans will have lost their insurance. 

Why the delay? The best way the peo- 
ple have to hold their elected leaders ac- 
countable for results is by threatening to 
withhold their votes. But this bill seems ex- 
pressly designed to eliminate that source 
of accountability. By the time Americans 
experience the effects of this health care 
bill (except for the tax increases), not only 
will Obama have run for re-election, but so 
will two-thirds of the senators — and every 
House member will have been up for re- 
election twice. Their votes on health care 
reform will be old news. If it goes very 
badly, it will be too late to vote those re- 
sponsible out of office. 

Furthermore, the House bill leaves all 
the knotty details and controversial issues 
to the newly created “Health Choices com- 
missioner.” That’s the person whose job 
it will be to make a lot of our health care 
choices for us. The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee (Baucus) proposal gives that author- 
ity to the secretary of Health and Human 
Services. Issues such as whether to: 

@ Permit people with Health Savings Ac- 
counts (HSAs) to retain the high-deduct- 
ible health plans required by the HSA law. 

@ Allow low-cost catastrophic plans. 

mPermit insurance companies to cover 
treatment of otherwise terminally ill 
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patients. 

MRequire (or prohibit) coverage of 
abortion. 

mCover new cancer drugs or contro- 
versial procedures like (as the Center for 
American Progress has called for) “trans- 
gender” operations. 

These and other issues will be left to 
an appointed official. Elected leaders will 
never have to face the voters and defend 
these crucial decisions that affect the life 
and health of every American, since the 
decisions will be made by an unelected 
bureaucrat. 

Any representative or senator confront- 
ed by an angry constituent could respond, 
in effect, “I didn’t say grandma couldn’t 
have a pacemaker. I didn’t deny you that 
expensive cancer drug. It was the indepen- 
dent, nonpartisan Health Choices commis- 
sioner. Congress — let alone any individual 
member — can’t micromanage every deci- 
sion the commissioner makes.” 

By pushing the tough decisions onto a 
bureaucrat — so they don’t have to go on 
the record by voting — they effectively 
enact a system that allows them to dodge 
accountability. 

The same official would also have the 
authority — even the duty — to audit the 
private plans that complete with the public 
option (or “co-op”), both employer-spon- 
sored plans and plans sold by insurance 
companies. The official could audit plans 
randomly or “in response to complaints” 
and, according to the House bill, demand 
“reimbursement” for the cost of the audits. 
In effect, a competitor or disgruntled for- 
mer employee could run any employer or 
insurance company out of business by fil- 
ing repeated complaints to force the tar- 
geted company to pay the cost of repeated 
audits to verify their manifest innocence. 

And if the commissioner determines 
that any violations have occurred? Then 
according to the House bill, he or she is 
authorized to impose civil money penal- 
ties, suspend further enrollment in the 
plan, withhold premium payments made 
through the federal “exchange” and “work 
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with State insurance regulators to termi- 
nate plans” (page 45). 

These penalties are entirely up to the 
commissioner. No particular evidentiary 
standard is required, and no appeals pro- 
cess is specified or mentioned, let alone 
any decision by a judge or jury. The com- 
missioner, who will administer the “public 
option” or “co-op” plan, is totally unac- 
countable to anyone for penalties imposed 
on competing private health plans. And 
does anyone expect him or her to impose 
penalties on the “public option” or “co-op”? 
Is this the promised “level playing field’’? 
The one designed to “keep insurance com- 
panies honest”? 

The real question is, with such broad and 
unaccountable authority, who will keep the 
Health Choices commissioner and the sec- 
retary of Health and Human Services hon- 
est? And more important, with none of this 
taking effect until after the next two elec- 
tions, who will keep the politicians honest?

Prize shouldn’t be for potential

As the newest recipient of the Nobel 

Peace Prize, President Barack Obama has 

a task no other winner has faced: figuring 

out how to respond gracefully to an enor- 

mous honor given embarrassingly prema- 
turelly. ... 

The adulation with which much of the 
world has greeted the new president has 
fueled those critics who paint him as vain 
and insubstantial. Now, he has to explain 
why he, who has spoken eloquently of in- 
ternational cooperation and hope for the 
future but has had little time to achieve 
any concrete improvements, has won the 
world’s most prestigious accolade ahead 
of others who have toiled for years, risking 
their lives to bring peace, justice and free- 
dom to the world’s bleakest corners. ... 

Millions of Americans share the Nobel 
committee’s high hopes that Obama’s col- 
laborative approach to the world will repair 
the nation’s international standing and lead 
to greater cooperation and improvement. 
But it’s a work in progress — barely. 

The Nobel committee has used the prize 
to show political support — or, as some see 
it, as moral pressure to constrain or direct 
the president’s exercise of U.S. power — 
rather than to honor meaningful achieve- 
ment. That can’t help but undermine the 
credibility of the prize. 


Not buying higher swipe fees 

The (Newark, N.J.) Star-Ledger 

When it comes to credit card swipe 
fees, Americans are getting Third World 
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treatment. 

U.S. consumers and businesses pay 
markedly higher charges than those in 
other developed nations when it comes to 
purchasing with plastic, according to a re- 
port by the Merchants Payment Coalition. 


Every time a consumer uses credit, 
roughly 2 percent to 3 percent of the charge 
goes to banks or other payment networks, 
which set the fees at rates that often vary 
from country to country. American swipe 
fees are double those in the United King- 
dom and New Zealand, and four times 
those in Australia, the merchants contend. 

The beauty part for the credit card issu- 
er is that it scores twice — once in a trans- 
action fee it gets from the merchant and 
again with an interest charge to the cus- 
tomer. In 2008, those charges produced an 
estimated $48 billion for American banks, 
an average of $427 per household, the mer- 
chant coalition claims. 

The swipe fees per transaction are small 
but have almost tripled in amount over the 
last decade. ... 

Lawmakers, including Sen. Richard 
Durbin, D-IIl., have introduced legislation 
that would impose more restrictions on 
such fees. 

That’s a good start, but it’s not enough. 
The bills are stuck in committee. They 
deserve a better treatment, as do the mer- 
chants and consumers burdened by these 
too-high charges. 


Unemployment benefits help 
The (Eugene, Ore.) Register-Guard 

Despite a growing consensus that the 
Great Recession has ended, unemploy- 
ment is expected to continue rising well 
into next year. 

That’s why it’s imperative that Congress 
move swiftly to approve another extension 
of unemployment benefits to help the mil- 
lions of Americans who remain mired in 
economic misery. 

Earlier this month, the Senate reached 
a tentative deal to extend unemployment 
benefits by 14 weeks in all states. ... Without 
a nationwide extension, 1.5 million Ameri- 
cans will have exhausted benefits by the 
end of the year, an unwelcome prospect for 
an economy just starting to recover from 
free fall. ... 

Republican critics of extended unem- 
ployment insurance say it can be a disin- 
centive to looking for work — an argument 
that overlooks the wasteland that the job 
market remains in Oregon and most other 
states. ... 

Critics also claim extending benefits at 
a time the economy is recovering is coun- 
terproductive. But unemployment benefits 
are one of the most effective forms of short- 
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term stimulus. The average state jobless 
check is $300 a month, and unemployed 
Americans plow that money back into the 
economy, paying rent and buying food and 
other necessities. ... 

The Great Recession technically may be 
over. But it’s going to take a while for the 
‘Jobless recovery” to end and the real one 
to begin. 

Until that happens, Congress should 
help unemployed Americans from plung- 
ing deeper into poverty. 


Mission no blast for viewers

NASA scientists say they had a valid 
reason for hurling two spacecraft into the 
moon. We wonder, though, if they just felt 
like blowing something up. 

The experiment allegedly was designed 
to create a cloud of lunar dust that scien- 
tists could analyze for water content. To 
accomplish this, NASA officials planned to 
slam a 2.2-ton empty rocket stage into the 
moon at twice the speed of a bullet, equal 
to the power of 1.5 tons of TNT. 

“Cool,” said millions of Americans in 
unison, envisioning a giant explosion they 
could watch from their backyards. 

The whiz kids at NASA managed to hit 
the moon with the two empty rockets (they 
had missed on eight previous attempts) 
and the resulting dust plumes pleased the 
scientists. But the audience of civilians 
were not impressed. 

For those expecting a dazzling explo- 
sion, the experiment was a dud. The im- 
pact caused little more than a fuzzy white 
flash. 

The mission was executed for “a scientif- 
ic purpose, not to put on a fireworks display 
for the public,” said one NASA official. 

Well, hey, the public is paying for this 
show, and we want a big explosion, maybe 
some flames and a giant cloud of moon 
dust spewing from the lunar surface. Try 
a bigger rocket next time. 

If not, we may start to question why we 
are spending millions of dollars to crash 
stuff on the surface of a moon astronauts 
already have visited in person numerous 
times. Some might even call it loony. 


Did drivers get the message? 
The (Lakeland, Fla.) Ledger 

With the stroke of the presidential pen 
last month, texting while driving became 
a forbidden activity for millions of federal 
workers. 

The new decree sends an important mes- 
sage, not just to government employees but 
to an entire nation of drivers who spend too 
much time focused on everything but the 
road. We just hope they’re not so busy mul- 
titasking that they fail to notice. ... 
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Research has shown that in texting, driv- 
ers regularly take their eyes off the road 
for more than five seconds at a time. ... 

Advocates say a total ban is needed — a 
stance that collides with motorists’ grow- 
ing tendency to use their wireless electron- 
ics while driving. 

Whether by policy or by law, a ban on 
texting while driving poses enforcement 
challenges. Catching violators can be dif- 
ficult, and texting has become so habitual 
that many drivers ignore restrictions. 

Heavier ticketing and higher penalties 
might persuade more motorists to do the 
right thing. 

Innovation also could help. Technology 
created the texting problem, and perhaps 
it can help solve it. There are products, for 
example, that can shut down a wireless de- 
vice when it senses the car is in motion. 

Still, drivers shouldn’t need a machine 
to make them do what common sense de- 
mands: Put aside distractions and focus on 
the road. 


Hollywood hypocrisy appalling

Many are rallying to the defense of 
Roman Polanski, 76, director of such ac- 
claimed films as “Rosemary’s Baby,” “Chi- 
natown” and “The Pianist,’ which won 
him an Oscar. His arrest in Switzerland 
for fleeing the United States more than 30 
years ago for the admitted rape of a 13- 
year-old has sparked protests from the in- 
telligentsia in his adopted country, France, 
as well as Hollywood biggies Woody Allen, 
Martin Scorsese and Penelope Cruz, who 
seem to view him as a martyr to American 
Puritanism. 

Whoopi Goldberg declared on TV’s “The 
View,” “I know it wasn’t rape-rape. It was 
something else but I don’t believe it was 
rape-rape.” 

A newly released transcript of the case, 
including questioning of the child victim, 
begs to differ. ... The transcript recounts 
that he allegedly plied the child with 
champagne and Quaaludes during a 1977 
modeling shoot and raped her. The victim, 
now 45, who received a cash settlement 
from Polanski after she filed suit, says she 
forgives him and wishes the ordeal were 
over. 

If he were a Catholic priest, you can bet

as Taliban makes gains in Afghanistan

KABUL 

y closest Afghan friend held out 

\ his Taliban-era photo. A decade 

younger, he had a thick black 

beard that the oppressive regime forced 
men to grow. 

My friend won’t grow one again. He is 
already thinking about when to flee. 

As generals, politicians and pundits in 
Washington debate the next best step for 
America’s eight-year war in Afghanistan, 
the Taliban take new territory by the day, 
despite the record 64,000 U.S. troops here. 

I arrived in Afghanistan in spring 2006, 
just as violence began to explode. I leave 
after three years as the chief correspon- 
dent for The Associated Press, and never 
have things seemed so ominous. As one of 
America’s top military analysts, Anthony 
Cordesman, says: The U.S. “is now deci- 
sively losing.” 

No one thinks Kabul will fall while 
American forces are here. But even top 
U.S. commander Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal’s latest assessment says that without re- 
versing insurgent momentum in the next 
12 months, defeating the insurgency will 
no longer be possible. 

The quiet truth whispered by soldiers in 
the field and aid workers in Kabul is that 
the Afghan government is not likely to ever 
control southern Afghanistan’s wildlands, 
the foreboding territory beyond the pro- 
vincial capitals. 

Villagers fear thieving police more than 
militants, and the August presidential elec- 
tion laid bare how pervasive corruption is 
here. The Taliban are playing to the gen- 
eral disgust with corruption by offering 
themselves as an alternative. 

Mullah Abdul Salam Zaeef, a large man 
with a woolly black beard, once served as 
the Taliban’s ambassador to Pakistan. He 
always greets me with a smile and seems

an unlikely represen- 
tative for a hardline 
regime. He uses an 
iPhone — though his 
grandson recently 
broke it. 

Zaeefis aconduit be- 
tween the Afghan gov- 
ernment and Mullah 
Omar’s Taliban. Zaeef 
told me the militant 
leadership refers to its 
forces not as Taliban 
now, but as “mujahe- 
deen,” a throwback to 
the Afghan “holy war- 
riors” who ousted the 
Soviet Union at the end 
of the 1980s. The reason 
is that only 1 out of 10 
militant fighters is a true 
“Taliban.” The rest are ordinary Afghans, 
Zaeef said. 

That bodes extremely ill for U.S. and 
NATO efforts. 

“Every day you are killing people. Doz- 
ens of people. They have brothers, they 
have fathers, they have sons,” Zaeef said. 
“The Taliban are my brothers, the Taliban 
are my sons. The Taliban are my cousins. 
They are not different from us. They did 
not come from the sky. They did not come 
from another Earth. They are all from 
Afghanistan.” 

McChrystal wants to shift the fight from 
killing militants to protecting the popula- 
tion. But the U.S. is now eight years into the 
fight, and there are signs — the spreading 
of the insurgency to the north, rising U.S. 
deaths — that it could be too late. 

McChrystal knows the issue of civilian 
deaths caused by U.S. forces has turned 
many Afghans against the West. I wit- 
nessed my first such deaths in 2006, when 
I shadowed Lt. Will Felder and his pla- 
toon on a night-time helicopter invasion of 
Helmand province’s Baghran valley. 

Felder, a West Point graduate who left 
the Army in June after fulfilling his five- 
year commitment, battled in Helmand, 
Kandahar and Paktika provinces. He is 
frank about his time here. 

“The things that we were able to accom- 
plish tactically obviously were useless. 
You can pretty much point to every area 
we gained, to any sort of tactical success, 
and in the intervening years those areas 
have been lost and gained tactically many 
times,” Felder told me from Atlanta, where 
he is a first-year law student. 

“The only thing I can take away from it 
being successful is none of my soldiers got 
killed,” he said. 

It was on Felder’s mission in Baghran 
that I saw a B-1 bomber destroy a mud 
house that militants had overrun, killing an 
apparently innocent elderly couple inside. 

“We moved into an area, secured it, at 
the loss of American lives and certainly 
Afghan lives, spending a great deal of 
money and making promises to civilians 
in the area,” he said. “And then we left.” 

The U.S. was also slow to identify the 
Taliban comeback for what it was. A top 
U.S. military official in Kabul told me that 
for too many years the rising violence here 
was mistakenly seen as a rise in crime, the 
drug trade, and corruption. Instead, he 
said, it was the beginning of an insurgency 
against the government. ... 


Now, the harsh social rules that the 
Taliban imposed under their reign in the 
1990s have already returned — or never 
left — in many of Afghanistan’s hinter- 
lands, like rural Helmand. ... 

As Washington debates whether to send 
10,000, 20,000 or 40,000 more forces, it’s 
worth remembering that a former top 
commander here, U.S. Gen. Dan McNeill, 
said in an interview with NPR last sum- 
mer that “well over 400,000” troops are 
needed to tame the country. He then called 
it “an absurd figure,” because Afghanistan 
will never see that many troops. U.S. and 
NATO forces now number 100,000. The 
Afghan army has 90,000. 


After eight years, fewer Americans than 
ever support the war. More troops would 
mean more forces driving over increas- 
ingly lethal roadside bombs. 

There is little domestic support for the 
decades of work Afghanistan requires. 
That’s why, Zaeef told me, Taliban leaders, 
militant commanders and ordinary Af- 
ghans are already laying the groundwork 
to prevent another civil war when the U.S. 
and NATO draw down. ... 

The Aug. 20 election was so widely rigged 
that it will take months of investigations to 
declare a winner. Worse yet, the fraud has 
shown the world precisely how crooked the 
Afghan government is, bringing the most

salient question to the fore: Do American 
families want their sons and daughters to 
die to defend it? ... 

My memories of Afghanistan will last 
forever: The kids chasing kites. Cringing 
every time a U.S. convoy passed, because 
of the threat of a bomb attack. Hearing 
bullets whiz over my head while in the field 
with troops. Seeing a rare woman driver. 
And seeing a little Afghan girl burned 
within an inch of her life by white phospho- 
rus rescued by U.S. military doctors. 

A best-case scenario for the country is 
that the U.S. and NATO train enough Af- 
ghan soldiers to protect the provincial 
capitals, and the U.S. maintains a small 
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Afghan boys run after a kite during an Afghan New Year event in Kabul in March. 


counterterrorism force to watch over al- 
Qaida and Pakistan. The wild hinterlands 
will be left for the Taliban. 

But Zaeef believes the Taliban will rule 
again one day, though they may not be able 
to take Kabul by force. 

How long will America stay? As the Tal- 
iban like to say: “The Americans have the 
watches, but the Taliban has the time.” 

That is why my Afghan friend has al- 
ready decided he will sell his home and 
leave Afghanistan if the Taliban infiltrate 
Kabul. 

My friend survived one Taliban regime. 
He is now laying plans so he won’t have to 
do it again.

DALLAS — When I was a 
young college student, my 
banker dad helped me get 

a student credit card and 

told me it was time that I 
started building my credit. 

That was the extent to 

which a bank “marketed” its 
credit cards to me. 
The situation is much dif- 
ferent for today’s college stu- 
dents. For years, banks have set 
up booths on college campuses, 
hawked T-shirts and given away 
food to students if they would fill 
out a credit card application. 
“Issuers have aggressively mar- 
keted cards to college students 
because they know that many 
parents will pay off the bill if 
the student runs up debt,” said 
Bill Hardekopf, chief executive 
of LowCards.com. “In addition, 
brand loyalty is determined early 
in life, so many young cardhold- 
ers keep their first card for many 
years.” 
But some students who got a 
credit card didn’t know how to 
manage the credit and got 

themselves deep into debt. A 

recent study by Sallie Mae, 

the nation’s largest student 

loan lender, found the av- 

erage credit card balance 

for college students has 
grown to $3,173. 

But starting in Febru- 
ary, it will be harder for 
students to get credit 
cards. 

That’s because the 
Credit Card Act passed this 
spring will prohibit credit 
card issuers from lending 
to anyone under the age of 
21 unless he or she has a co- 
signer or has proof of their 
ability to make payments.

NEW YORK — A top White 
House official called on financial 
institutions to accept new rules 
in order to help the economic 
system avoid future “devastating 
consequences for workers, con- 
sumers and taxpayers.” 

“Financial institutions that 
have benefited from government 
support can, should, and must 
use this moment to think about 
what they can do for their coun- 
try — by accepting the necessary 


regulation to protect the Ameri- 
can people,” White House chief 
economic adviser Lawrence 
Summers said Friday at a confer- 
ence sponsored by The Econo- 
mist magazine. 

Banks and other financial in- 
stitutions must accept the Obama 
administration’s push for the 
proposed Consumer Financial 
Protection Agency that would 
oversee mortgages, credit cards 
and overdraft practices. Sum- 
mers said it was “a bit rich” for 
institutions that received billions 
in taxpayer money to complain 


that such an agency would inhibit 
financial innovation — such as 
those that developed algorithms 
to maximize the gains from over- 
draft fees on customers’ bounced 
checks. 

Bank of America, JPMorgan 
Chase, Wells Fargo and other 
banks recently said they would 
no longer automatically enroll 
customers for the costly over- 
draft protection. 

The House Financial Services 
Committee is overseeing the cre- 
ation of the consumer protection 
agency and is expected to ap- 


prove it next week. 

On Friday, Summers com- 
mended the same House com- 
mittee for moving to regulate 
derivatives a day earlier. 

“A return to the status quo is 
unacceptable,” Summers said. 
Banks must increase capital 
cushions and accept regulation 
and not be able to choose their 
own regulator, “playing one 
against the other,” he added. 

“Wall Street was no small part 
of the cause of the crisis and Wall 
Street needs to be part of the so- 
lution,” he said. 
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Dear Liz: I’m in default on my 
student loans. 

I don’t know how many there 
are, I don’t know who owns 
them, and I don’t know how to 
start paying them off. I’ve had a 
debt-collection agency threaten 
to cut my throat and to 
hurt me in other physi- 
cal ways if I didn’t pay. 

I’ve talked to the De- 
partment of Education, 
which doesn’t seem 
to know who owns the 
loans because the sec- 
ondary lenders have 
since turned all the 
debt over to collection 
agencies. 

I’d like to begin repay- 
ing my loans, but I have 
no idea who to pay and 
I certainly don’t want to 
pay the company that threatened 
me with violence. 

This is killing my credit. What 
to do? 

Answer: At the very least, you 
should complain to the Federal 
Trade Commission about this 
rogue collector. Any kind of ha- 
rassment, including physical 
threats, is forbidden under the 
Fair Debt Collection Practices 
Act.

If you have any fed- 
eral loans, you can dig 
them out of default by 
making nine out of 10 
consecutive on-time 
voluntary payments, 
Kantrowitz said. Then 
you'll be able to consolidate them 
into the Direct Loan program at 
loanconsolidation.ed.gov. This 
will also remove the default from 
your credit history. 

After you consolidate those 
loans, Kantrowitz suggests 
switching them to an income- 
based repayment if you can’t af- 
ford to pay the full amount due 
under standard repayment.

The Obama administration and 
many members of Congress have 
told the public repeatedly over 
the last year that a regulatory 
overhaul was needed to protect 
us from another financial disas- 
ter, and their constituents back 
home are counting on them. 

But the lobbyists’ influence can 
already be seen.

The House bill would impose 
restrictions on derivatives, forc- 
ing companies for the first time 
to conduct what had been private 
transactions on regulated ex- 
changes. That’s a positive. 

But the bill also grants regu- 
latory exemptions to companies 
that use derivatives for com- 
mercial use, which weakens the 
transparency of those transac- 
tions. Big industrial associations, 
including the Business Round- 
table and U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, had lobbied for those 
kinds of exemptions. 

Lobbyists for financial industry 
have defended their actions, say- 
ing itis within their constitutional 
right to petition government lead- 
ers. That’s certainly true. 

It’s also crucial for lawmakers 
not to falter when it comes to re- 
forming a financial system that 
broke last fall.

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Owners table creating free agency window

BOSTON — Free agency rules will 
change if the NFLhas no salary cap for the 
2010 season, and team owners opted not to 
add to potential uncertainty by bringing an 
antitampering measure to the table. 

The owners offered a proposal to cre- 
ate an offseason window when teams can 
negotiate with free agents even before the 
players actually become available. The 
idea is not dead and will be discussed at 
next March’s winter meetings — weeks 
after free agency is scheduled to begin. 

And with no new collective bargaining 
agreement with the players union in place, 
next season will be an uncapped year — 
albeit with further restrictions on player 
movement. 

“We’ve been discussing this for two to 
three years and haven’t vetted it enough 
to make sure we’ve got the right system,” 
said Rich McKay, co-chairman of the com- 
petition committee and president of the At- 
lanta Falcons. “We’ll continue to look at it 
and bring it up again.” 

McKay said the owners prefer stricter 
enforcement of current tampering rules. 

“The anti-tampering rules have served

us well,” he said. “We hold onto the idea of 
let’s enforce these rules.” 

Currently, a free agent can negotiate 
with his current team until free agency 
begins. But, as McKay cryptically noted, 
there have been violations. 

“People have always hung on to the idea 
of ‘We have rules, let’s enforce them.’ But 
they’re very hard to enforce,” he said. “I 
don’t necessarily put all the blame on the 
clubs. There’s another group at work here, 
a group that is not necessarily under our 
control.” 

That group would be player agents, many 
of whom consider stretching the rules part 
of the free agent game. 

Last March, the Tennessee Titans sent 
information to the league that the Wash- 
ington Redskins might have contacted 
Albert Haynesworth and his agent, Chad 
Speck, before free agency began Feb. 27. 
No charges were brought, however. 

Haynesworth signed a seven-year, $100 
million contract with Washington that in- 
cluded $41 million in guaranteed money. 

Recently, the NFL began investigating 


whether the New York Jets tampered with 
San Francisco’s first-round draft choice, 
Michael Crabtree, during his lengthy hold- 
out. The wide receiver signed with the 
49ers earlier this month. 

“They are difficult to enforce because 
you want to be certain you have a violation 
before you take any action,” commissioner 
Roger Goodell said. 

“T think there could be a change in the 
future, but at the end of the day the clubs fo- 
cused on... we have rules in place and don’t 
make any modification to it. There’s no 
consensus on what modifications we should 
make and what the impact might be.” 

Goodell said another negotiating ses- 
sion with the NFL Players Association is 
scheduled for next week. The sides have 
met several times, but no major economic 
negotiations on a new collective bargain- 
ing agreement have occurred. 

If 2010 winds up being an uncapped 
season, there could be some confusion for 
players. 

“With the restrictions in place, the game 
will be really at the same level it has been 


in the past several years,” Goodell said. 
“Quality is what we focus on and I don’t see 
it being impacted. 

“But I think there will be changes that 
affect players. There won’t be team (sala- 
ry) minimums, (unrestricted) free agency 
will go from four years to six. There are lot 
of factors that will affect the dynamics.” 

The owners also met with George Mar- 
tin, who has been hired by the NFL Alum- 
ni Association, a group that plans to be 
the lone voice for retired players. Those 
players have had their representation frag- 
mented by many groups, and Goodell be- 
lieves working with one organization will 
be a positive development. 

“One thing I’ve heard coming out of 
meetings with retired players was that 
they want an independent organization 
that is focused entirely on retired players,” 
Goodell said. “Now we can have an entity 
that is independent that can identify issues 
that are priorities for retired players. 

“Retired players are an asset. They’re 
wonderful ambassadors for the game, they 
mean so much to fans. To be able to cooper- 
ate with them to provide opportunities for 
them, this is a great development for us.”

Ravens’ Lewis fined $25K for hit on Ochocinco

OWINGS MILLS, Md. — The 
NFL fined Baltimore Ravens 
linebacker Ray Lewis $25,000 on 
Friday for two separate plays, in- 
cluding a helmet-to-helmet hit on 
Cincinnati Bengals receiver Chad 
Ochocinco. 

The Ravens said Lewis will ap- 
peal the fine. 

Both plays occurred in the 
fourth quarter of Baltimore’s 
17-14 loss on Sunday. The league 
deemed that Lewis “unnecessar- 
ily kicked the opponent” and later 
“unnecessarily struck a defense- 
less receiver.” 

During the latter play, Lewis 
hit Ochocinco after a pass from 
Carson Palmer sailed incomplete, 
and the 15-yard penalty for un- 
necessary roughness helped set 
up the winning touchdown with 
22 seconds remaining. 

Ochocinco lost his helmet dur- 
ing the collision, but immedi- 
ately popped up from the turf. 
After the game, the boisterous 
receiver used his Twitter account 
to ask NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell for leniency. 

“Please don’t fine Ray Lewis 
Mr. Roger Goodell, it was a clean 
hit, it’s part of the game, save the 
fines for me,” Ochocinco wrote. 

Asked Wednesday if he ex- 
pected to be fined, Lewis replied, 
“Probably.” 

But the standout middle line- 
backer said that’s just how he 
plays the game. 

“If I had to change anything, 
I would do it the same way I’ve 
done it,” Lewis said. “I will never 
slow down my speed, the way I 
play this game. I’ve never played 
this game to hurt anybody.

The Saints’ running game is the rea- 
son they’ve been able to remain unbeaten 
while Brees’ production has fallen sharply 
in the past two games. In Buffalo, Brees’ 
streak of 22 games with 200 or more yards 
passing was snapped, and Brees passed 
for under 200 yards again two weeks ago 
against the New York Jets. 

Brees said defenses aren’t shutting him 
down so much as the Saints are exploit- 
ing a newfound ability to control games by 
keeping the ball on the ground and using 
up clock.

The Giants’ defense, allow- 
ing the fewest yards in the NFL, also has 
been the league’s best against the pass, 
but 15th against the run. Then again, the 
Giants haven’t played many offensive 
juggernauts in recent victories over Oak- 
land, Kansas City and Tampa Bay. New

There are the 
added subplots of Manning playing in his 
hometown and Shockey playing for the 
first time against the team that drafted 
him in 2002. 

Saints head coach Sean Payton called 
the Giants the best team, with the best 
quarterback, that New Orleans has faced. 
The Giants have made similar comments 
about the Saints.

WASHINGTON — First, the 
Washington Capitals wore down 
the San Jose Sharks. 

Then Alex Ovechkin finished 
them.

The Sharks got a power play 
early in the second period, but 
after that was done, Ovechkin 
took over. Both goals, fired from 
the slot, were set up by Mike Knu- 
ble. The first score came at 2:55, 
the second at 3:23. 

Brendan Morrison received the 
second assist on each goal, which 
came against the withering San 
Jose defense. 

“With all the penalties, all their 
best players played an awful lot 
in the first period and they didn’t 
have the energy to maybe push 
when they got down,” Capitals 
coach Bruce Boudreau said. 

Ovechkin’s two goals gave him 
an NHL-high seven in seven 
games. The Sharks were the only 
NHL team he had never scored a 
goal against. 

“Well, he has now,” Boudreau 
said. “Brett Favre never won 
against Green Bay, either, and 
now he’s won.” 

Alexander Semin and Matt 
Bradley also scored for the Capi- 
tals, who had lost 11 straight to 
San Jose since February 1999. 
Evgeni Nabokov was 8-0 with a 
1.98 goals-against average life- 
time against Washington before 
taking the loss in this one. 

“Nabby was fine. I can’t blame 
him on any goals,” Sharks coach 
Todd McLellan said. 

Capitals goalie Jose Theodore 
left after the first period with 
back spasms and was replaced by 
Semyon Varlamov, who stopped 
all 15 shots he faced over the final 
40 minutes.

They said they hope 
Obama would be eager to erase what they 
call an “act of racism” that sent the first 
black heavyweight champ to prison. 

The two lawmakers pushed a resolu- 
tion urging a pardon for Johnson, who was 
convicted in 1913 of transporting women 
across state lines for immoral purposes. 
Their resolution passed both houses of 
Congress this year.

Mayor Regis Labeaume said on Friday 
that he’s hired engineering firm SNC La- 
valin to conduct a feasibility study. 

He hopes to see the arena built from 
2010 to 2012. 

Labeaume expects the arena to cost $400 
million, with the city contributing $50 mil- 
lion to the project. He wants the federal 
and provincial governments to each pony 
up $175 million under infrastructure pro- 
grams. Quebec lost the Nordiques in 1995, 
when they left to become the Colorado Av- 
alanche. The aging Colisee arena has been 
cited as the main reason for the city’s in- 
ability to attract another NHL team. 


Three cities bid 
for 2018 Winter Olympics 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland— Three cities 
applied to host the 2018 Winter Olympics. 

The International Olympic Committee 
said Munich, the French city of Annecy and 
the South Korean resort of Pyeongchang 
submitted their bids by Friday’s deadline. 

After an initial evaluation process, the 
IOC executive board will decide next June 
which cities to accept as official bid candi- 
dates. The full IOC will select the 2018 host 
city at its session in Durban, South Africa, 
on July 6, 2011. 

Munich, which held the 1972 Summer 
Olympics, aims to become the first city 
to host the Summer and Winter Games. 
Pyeongchang is bidding for the third suc- 
cessive time after narrowly losing the 2010 
and 2014 Winter Olympics. 


Maradona’s profane tirade 
under scrutiny by FIFA 


CAIRO — FIFA president Sepp Blatter 
said Diego Maradona’s profanity-filled 
tirade on live television after Argentina 
qualified for next year’s World Cup will 
lead the organization’s disciplinary com- 
mittee to open a case against the former 
soccer great. 

After Wednesday’s 1-0 victory over Uru- 
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guay, Maradona used expletives on live TV 
— much of it directed at reporters and his 
critics.

Martin, going out 25th, came 
the closest to his teammate. 
He’ll be on the front row Sat- 
urday, sitting 12 points behind 
Johnson in the fifth of the 10 
season-ending Chase races.

Ibanez, Howard, Hamels combine to subdue Dodgers in NLCS opener

LOS ANGELES — So good at 
winning in walk-off fashion, the 
Los Angeles Dodgers couldn’t 
find a way to get it done against 
the Philadelphia Phillies. 

A two-run rally in the eighth in- 
ning stalled on Manny Ramirez’s 
groundout, and the Phillies 
turned a double play behind Brad 
Lidge in the ninth to close out an 
8-6 victory in Game 1 of the NL 
championship series Thursday 
night. 

“With Philly’s lineup the way 
it is, you’ve got to keep piling on 
runs and keep going,” said Matt 
Kemp, who had two singles. “If 
we can start to do that, we’re 
going to be in good shape.” 

The Dodgers had _ another 
chance in Game 2 Friday. Vicente 
Padilla got the call against Phil- 
lies veteran Pedro Martinez. 

“We have a lot of confidence in 
ourselves. We just hope we can 
take advantage of situations,” 
Dodgers manager Joe Torre said. 
“The thing we have to get back to 
is doing a better job of keeping 
their guys off base.” 

Los Angeles had 12 walk-off 
victories in the regular season 
— third-best in the majors — and 
pulled off another in Game 2 of 
the division series en route to 
sweeping St. Louis. 

“We know we’re going to have 
to go out there and score runs. 
The Dodgers aren’t going to back 
down,” Phillies first baseman 
Ryan Howard said. “We know 
they’re going to come in waves 
and continue to fight, and that’s 
what they did.” 

Carlos Ruiz and Raul Ibanez 
hit three-run homers and re- 
liever Ryan Madson got a key out 
before Lidge pitched a scoreless 
ninth for the Phillies, who took 
a 2-0 lead in last year’s best-of- 
seven NLCS, beat the Dodgers in 
five games and went on to win the 
World Series. 

“It’s like a prize fight. We just 
came up a little short,’ Torre 
said. 

Home runs dominated on both 
sides in a game that lasted 4 
hours, 2 minutes. Ruiz highlight- 
ed a five-run burst in the fifth 
and Ibanez homered in the eighth 
for an 8-4 lead as the Dodgers 
failed to neutralize the Phillies’ 
left-handed hitting. 

“We just needed that one big hit 
to kind of get us over the hump, 
and Carlos came through,” How- 
ard said. “We got guys on, and 
guys came through when we 
needed big hits.” 

James Loney also connected 
for the Dodgers. Ramirez, base- 
ball’s career playoff leader with 
29 homers, hit a two-run shot. But 
he grounded out weakly with two 
runners on against the struggling 
Madson to end the Dodgers’ rally 
in the eighth. Their 14 hits set a 
club record in an LCS game, but 
they stranded 10 runners. 

“We had a number of opportu-

nities and hit some balls hard, but 
seven walks is a little bit tough to 
overcome,” Torre said. 

Philadelphia’s Cole Hamels 
thrived under pressure last Oc- 
tober, earning NLCS and World 
Series MVP honors. But the 
left-hander hardly resembled 
the same pitcher in earning the 
victory, giving up a playoffs ca- 
reer-high eight hits and two hom- 
ers. He allowed four runs in 5?/3 
innings. 

It was his first outing since he 
left the ballpark in the division 
series against Colorado to be with 
his wife as she prepared to give 
birth. 

“Tt doesn’t look good on paper, 


but there were a lot of times where 
the counts were in my favor and I 
kept them off-balance,” Hamels 
said. “Unfortunately, some of the 
results weren’t there, but in the 
key situations, I was able to get 
what I needed.” 

At 21 years and 211 days, Clay- 
ton Kershaw was the youngest 
pitcher to start a Game 1 in a 
league championship series, and 
it showed. 

The Dodgers lefty was tagged 
for five runs in the fifth, when he 
set a LCS record for most wild 
pitches in an inning with three. 
He also tied the record for most 
wild pitches in a LCS game, 
shared by Tommy John and Juan 
Guzman.

“The first four innings, I felt 
great, and then I couldn’t make 
adjustments fast enough. In the 
playoffs, you’re not going to have 
a lot of leverage. If you don’t make 
your pitches, before long you’re 
out of there,” he said. 

“T just got out of the strike 
zone a little bit, and that’s what 
happens. They make you pay for 
that.” 

Kershaw took the loss, allowing 
four hits and five walks in 42/3 in- 
nings in his second playoff start. 
He worked out of the bullpen in 
last year’s NLCS. He was 0-2 with 
a 5.23 ERA in two starts against 
the Phillies during the season. 

The Dodgers’ usually solid bull- 
pen couldn’t contain the Phils. 
George Sherrill, their fourth 
reliever of the game, gave up 
Ibanez’s homer on the first pitch, 
the first homer off him by a left- 
handed hitter this year. Howard 
and Jayson Werth drew consecu- 
tive walks to open the eighth. 

“That was a shock for every- 
body, especially the walks,” Torre 
said. “But again, he’ll get the ball 
tomorrow in the eighth inning. 
It’s just one of those things.” 

The Dodgers got two runs back 
in the bottom half of the eighth 
on Russell Martin’s RBI single 
and a sacrifice fly by Rafael Fur- 
cal. They had the tying runs at 
first and third with two outs, but 
Madson won a showdown when 
Ramirez grounded to third. 

Kershaw had retired five of the 
previous six batters before the 
Phillies got to him. Ibanez led off 
with a single and took second ona 
wild pitch before Kershaw walked 
Pedro Feliz. Ruiz sent a 2-1 pitch 
into the “Mannywood” section in 
left field for a 3-1 lead. 

Jimmy Rollins reached on a 
fielder’s choice, then advanced 
two bases on consecutive wild 
pitches. Chase Utley walked and 
Howard hit a two-run double, 
extending the Phillies’ lead to 5- 
1. Howard passed Hall of Famer 
Mike Schmidt with his 17th post- 
season RBI, most in Phillies’ 
history. 

The Dodgers closed to 5-4 with 
three runs in the bottom of the in- 
ning. Ramirez hit his first home 
run since Sept. 18, a drive into 
the left-field pavilion off Hamels. 
Martin, who led off with a dou- 
ble, scored on Andre Ethier’s 
grounder. 

Ramirez’s RBIs gave him 78 in 
the playoffs, three shy of break- 
ing the career record of 80 by 
the New York Yankees’ Bernie 
Williams. 

Los Angeles threatened in the 
sixth, loading the bases on con- 
secutive singles by Loney and 
Ronnie Belliard off Hamels and a 
two-out walk to pinch-hitter Jim 
Thome by reliever J.A. Happ. But 
Happ retired Furcal on a ground- 
er to end the inning. 

“This time of year you want 
opportunities, and we’re very 
confident we’re going to cash in,” 
Torre said.

Zama ends Edgren’s run, earns 
first trip to Class A title game

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan 
— It didn’t resemble the domi- 
nating performances of the past, 
but Zama American coach Steven 
Merrell said he’d take the victory 
just the same.

To win that elusive title, Mer- 
rell said the Trojans must do 
better than they did in Friday’s 
defensive struggle. After averag- 
ing 427 yards and 29 points in its 
previous four games, Zama was 
held to season lows in yards (112) 
and points. 

“Credit Edgren. They did a good 


job defensively. Our offensive line 
didn’t do the things they’d been 
doing,” Merrell said. “It may be 
a good thing for us, a humbling 
experience. But we hung in to the 
end. We got the win and that’s the 
important stat.” 

Michael Spencer, held to a sea- 
son-low 56 yards on 18 carries, 
jump-started the Trojans with a 
fumble recovery on Edgren’s first 
possession and a 3-yard touch- 
down run. 

That stood up until Edgren took 
advantage of a bad Zama punt 
snap. Zach Davis sneaked over 
from the 1 with 7:25 left in the 
third quarter. Greg Powell’s PAT 
kick gave Edgren a 7-6 lead. 

The Trojans answered prompt- 
ly when Ryan Blackstock returned 
the kickoff 52 yards to Edgren’s 
48. Four plays later, Ashton Nor- 
wood raced around right end 30 
yards to cap the scoring. 

Edgren had three more chanc- 
es, including a possession that 
ended with 28.9 seconds left as 
Matt Delapaz caught a pass from 
Davis just short of the goal line on 
fourth down. 

Besides Davis’ TD, Edgren 
was in Zama territory five other 
times, turning the ball over on 
downs three times, fumbling 
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once and throwing an intercep- 
tion. Zama had four takeaways, 
Edgren none. 

“Youre in football long enough, 
this kind of thing happens,” said 
coach Chris Waite, whose Eagles 
outgained Zama 201-112. 

Of having the run of Class A 
titles and finals appearances end, 
Waite said: “I’m disappointed for 
the kids, and I’m sure the kids are 
disappointed.” 

Davis went 11-for-20 for 110 
yards. Ja’Maal Dennis ran 19 
times for 50 yards and James 
Ervin six times for 44 for 
Edgren.

Both went to the Pro Bowl last winter and 
lead undefeated teams this season. On Sunday they’ll 
meet in the Big Easy, where Manning grew up and 
Brees lives. Their teams will clash in the Louisiana 
Superdome, where Manning has seen countless games 
as a fan, and where the fans pull for Brees. 

For Manning, the game will offer a new experience. 
He used to be one of those screaming fans in the dome 
trying to make it tough on opposing quarterbacks. Now 
he’ll be one of those quarterbacks try- 
ing to overcome the crowd noise. 

“IT know how the fans think 
and they are going to be loud,” 
Manning said. “They will be 
rooting for the home team.” 

Fortunately for Manning, noth- 
ing takes a hostile crowd out of the game like 
the type of punishing, productive running game the 
Giants have. Just turn, hand off, and move the team 
methodically down the field, limiting chances for 
sacks or interceptions, the types of big plays that get a 
stadium rocking. 








In fact, for all the accolades heaped upon the star 
quarterbacks of the Giants (5-0) and Saints (4-0), this 
game could be decided more by defense and running.
